You have the right to file an administrative appeal in writing via regular U.S. mail or email. 

Your appeal should be received within ninety (90) calendar days from the date of this letter and 
it should explain why you believe this response does not meet the requirements of the Freedom 
of Information Act. Please address it to the Deputy Archivist of the United States (ND), 

National Archives and Records Administration, 8601 Adelphi Road, College Park, Maryland 
20740. Both the letter and the envelope should be clearly marked “Freedom of Information Act 
Appeal.” You may also submit your appeal to FOIA@nara.gov also addressed to the Deputy 
Archivist. All correspondence should reference your internal case tracking number [FOIA CASE 
NUMBER], 


In addition to your right to file an administrative appeal with the Deputy Archivist, you may seek 
assistance from our FOIA Public Liaison (FPL), Ann Cummings, Access Coordinator.

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On 6/25/65, at 11:50 A. M., JAMES C. BOWLES, 
Sergeant In Charge, Dispatcher's Office, PD, Dallas, Texas, 
telephonically contacted this office and advised 8A EDWIN 
D. KUYKENDALL as follows: 


Miss MAURICE PETTY, telephone clerk. Dispatcher's 
Office, Dallas PD, at 11:40 A. M. that day received a 
telephone call. This call was referred to her when it came 
in and a wan on the line told her that President Kennedy 
got killed in Dallas on 11/22/63, and asked her did OSWALD 
kill him. The caller told her it was the FBI in Chicago, 
Illinois, calling. She asked him if his call was from the 
FBI in Chicago and he repeated that it was. She then 
turned this call over to Sergeant BOWLES. 


Sergeant BOWLES then was informed by the male 
caller that he was DAVID LAWYER, a white male, age nineteen, 
calling from Akron, Ohio, and gave his telephone number as 
JE 5-9994. The call came in, according to B0VLB8, without 
comments from a long distance operator which Indicated that 
direct dialing was apparently utilised by the caller. The 
caller said he had his back injured while in the Navy and 
was in Walter Reed Hospital in 1954. This comment indicated 
to BOWLES that the caller would have to be more than nineteen

Lee Harvey Oswald ffuilty. 

“The Warren Commission 
comported itself not like an 
investigating body charged With 
establishing the truth, whatever 
it may be, but like a prosecutor 
determined to win his "case,” the 
author charges. 

The author is Leo Sauvage, 
who for the last 15 years has 
represented Le Figaro, a con¬ 
servative morning daily, in New 
York. 

Mr. Sauvage, throughout his 
442-p age ho ok. “L’Affaire 
Oswald,” expresses a conviction 


that Oswald was innocent. _He~ r 
advances ■ an unsubstantiated '; 
hypothesis* that the murders of : 
President Kennedy and his r 
suspected assassin may have 
been the result of two separate’ 
plots. 

The plot to kill the President, 
according to the Sauvage hy¬ 
pothesis, was conceived by un¬ 
specified Southern racists. 

According to Mr. Sauvage, a 
trial of Oswald would have rev- 
; ealed his innocence. 

The core of Mr. Sauvage’s 
attack on the Warren Commis¬ 
sion is the charge that the panel 
refused to explore avenues not 
designed to prove Oswald’s *• 
guilt. Citing a number of cir¬ 
cumstances and charges that 
in his view are unsolved mys¬ 
teries, he declares: 

“What all these mysteries 
have in common is that they 
leave no doubt as to the fact 
that there has never been a se¬ 
rious inquiry into the assassi¬ 
nation of President Kennedy.”
